Prices  paid  for  American  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  on  Wed- 
nesday, March  6,  were  considerably  higher  for  barreled  stock  but  boxed 
varieties  showed  very  little  change,  according  to  a  cable  received  in 
the_ Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Mr. 
Jklwin  bmith,  the  Department's  Fruit  Specialist  in  Europe.    Barreled  sup- 
plies in  general  were  light  but  supplies  of  boxed  apples  were  moderate, 
states  Mr.  Smith.

Virginia  Winesaps  were  in  moderate  supply  and 
sold  readily  at  from  $6.95  Lo  $7.54  per  barrel  for  U.  S.  No.  1,  Z\  inch 
wiocK.     lriis  price  is  equivalent  to  approximately  $4.71  to  $5.28  per 
barrel  f.o.b.  Winchester.     Virginia  Albemarle  Pippins  were  in  liberal  sup- 
ply anu  met  with  a  moderate  demand.     Supplies  of  New  York  Baldwins  were 
light  and^the  demand  showed  some  improvement  although  the  fruit  in  general 
was  only  m  variable  condition.     The  demand  for  New  York  Greenings  also 
snowed  some  improvement.     Supplies  of  this  variety  were  moderate.  U.S. 
I     .        2  lnch  stock,  ranged  from  $7.50  tc  $7.79  per  barrel,  which  is 
equivalent  to  approximately  $5.13  to  $5.59  per  barrel  f.o.b.  Rochester, 
some  barrels  of  Greenings  in  slack  condition  showed  a  depreciation  of  from 
50  cents  to  75  cents  per  barrel.
